At roil call the mayor began to 
make assignments and those In re­ 
bellion stepped out Of the ranks There 
was little ill-feeling openly expressed, 
although one policeman took off his 
coat and asked the mayor to don .t 
and board a car. 
As reasons for thi ir rebellion, the 
officers did nut advance fear, but said 
they had been warned by grocers and 
butchers that if they rode on cars 
they would be refused provisions, or 
that, they had belonged to unions or 
might wish to join at some time. 
After being told they would be dis­ 
missed, two officers stepped back into 
line. 
It was announced at the company's 
offices that a lockout had been de­ 
c i d e d on. effective at IO a. in Monday. 
Disturbances were noted in all parts 
of the city after nightfall. 
Several cars were dynamited within 
a square of High street, but no serious 
damage was done, although the ex 
plosions were severe and were felt foi

No further peace propositions have 
been made, although Governor Harmon 
and President Pretzman of the cham­ 
ber of commerce held a lengthy con­ 
ference on the subject.
